'I'lie  Uliro-Rusins  arc  descendants  of  the 
Red  Russians.  'I'lie  L'liro-l'iusins  Irecame  en- 
tiiely  subject  to  Hungary  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  XII.  century,  j)rior  to  which  time  tliey  had 
been  subjects  of  Russia.  From  tliat  time  until 
the  present  date,  they  have  been  under  the 
rule  of  the  Magyars,  their  rights  and  privi- 
leges varying  through  the  centuries,  at  one 
time  being  possessed  of  autonomous  powers, 
which  subsequently  were  denied  them.  In 
1869,  the  Hungarian  Constitution  guaranteed 
them  certain  autonomous  rights,  which 
rights,  however,  were  never  granted. 

The  counties  in  Hungary  which  are  to- 
day classified  as  Uhro-Rusin  are  the  follow- 
ing:- Spis,  Saris,  Abauj,  Zemplin,  Ung, 

Bereg,  Maramaros  and  Ugoesa,  and  a portion 
of  Gemer  and  Borsod.  'l  he.se  counties  lie  in 
the  northern  part  of  Hungary,  being  bound- 
ed on  the  north  by  the  Carpathian  moun- 
tains. on  the  east  by  the  Rumanians,  on  the 
south  by  the  Magyars  and  on  the  west  by 
the  Slovaks. 

.•\s  the  official  statistics  of  the  Magyars 
of  1850  credits  the  Uhro-Rusins  with  a po- 
pulation of  447.377.  it  is  safe  to  assume  that 
the  present  population  is  about  a million. 

The  Uhro-Rusins  speak  a language  very 
similar  to  the  Russian,  they  use  the  Cyrillic 
alphabet,  and  the  language  is  also  very  si- 
milar to  the  Ukrainian.  Slovak  and  Bohe- 
mian. They  are  almost  entirely  given  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits,  are  by  religion  Greek 
Catholics  united  with  Rome,  and  owing  to 
the  oppressive  tactics  of  the  Magyar  leaders, 
they  arc  in  the  main  illiterate  and.  unfor- 
tunately. possess  no  literature  of  any  note. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  thirty  years, 
the  Uhro-Rusins,  unsatisfied  with  the  con- 
ditions in  Hungary,  emmigrated  in  large 
numbers,  and  there  are  to-day  about  500,000 
in  .Xmerica.  They  are  very  well  organized 
here,  having  two  beneficial  associations,  one 
the  Greek  Catholic  Union  of  Rusin  Brother- 
hoods of  the  U.S.A.,  with  a membership  of 
00,000  and  the  United  Societies  of  Greek 
Catholic  Religion  of  the  U.S.A.,  numbering 
0.000  members. 

The  Uhro-Rusins  in  .America  are  settled 
in  esi)ecially  large  numbers  in  Pennsylvania. 
Ohio.  N’ew  York.  Connecticut.  New  Jersey 
and  Illinois. 

On  |une  the  20th.  if)i8,  at  the  convention 
of  the  Greek  Catholic  Union  of  Rusin  Bro- 
therhoods of  the  U.  .S.  A.,  by  unanimous 
action  of  the  delegates  present,  a committee 


of  nine  laymen  were  appointed,  to  be  supple- 
mented by  a committee  of  nine  clergymen, 
and  said  committee  was  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  work  for  the  freedom  of  the 
Uhro-Rusins  in  Hungary.  'Phis  committee 
was  later  supplemented  by  Supreme  Officers 
of  the  United  Societies  of  Greek  Catholic  Re- 
ligion of  the  U.S.A.  On  July  the  12th,  1918, 
the  committee  met,  adopted  the  name  Ame- 
rican National  Council  of  Uhro-Rusins,  and 
realizing  the  impossibility  of  communication 
with  the  Uhro-Rusins  in  Hungary,  agreed 
upon  what  the  aims  and  ambitions  of  the 
Uhro-Rusins  are,  and  on  October  21st,  1918, 
presented  a memorandum  to  His  Excellency, 
Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  After  the  audience  with 
the  President,  the  directors  of  the  American 
National  Council  of  Uhro-Rusins,  accepting 
the  suggestion  of  the  President,  decided  to 
carry  on  an  activ'e  campaign,  so  that  the 
Uhro-Rusins  of  Hungary  would  comprise 
an  autonomous  state  in  federation  with  other 
state  or  states. 

On  October  the  23rd,  1918,  at  the  con- 
vention of  the  Mid-European  Union  in  In- 
dependence Hall,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  the 
Uhro-Rusins  were  recognized  by  eleven  other 
nationalities  as  a separate  and  distinct  na- 
tionality, and  on  October  the  26th,  1918, 
Gregory  1.  Zsatkovich,  representative  of  the 
Uhro-Rusins,  signed  the  Declaration  of  Aims 
of  the  oppressed  nationalities  of  Europe  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Uhro-Rusins.  On  No- 
vember the  12th,  1918,  the  American  Na- 
tional Council  of  Uhro-Rusins  unanimously 
decided  to  recommend  a union  of  an  auto- 
nomous Uhro-Rusinia  with  the  Czecho-Slo- 
vak  Republic,  and  further  decided  to  sub- 
mit the  recommendation  to  a vote  of  all  the 
Uhro-Rusins  in  .America.  This  vote  was 
completed  in  the  latter  part  of  December. 
1918.  the  result  being  almost  three  to  one 
for  ratification  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  National  Council.  .A  commission  of  two. 
i.e..  Gregory  I.  Zsatkovich,  chairman,  and 
Julius  G.  Gardos,  have  been  elected  to  go  to 
Uhro-Rusinia  and  inform  the  Uhro-Rusins 
there  of  the  recommendations  and  wishes  of 
their  bretheren  in  America,  and  also  to  dis- 
tribute funds,  partly  collected  and  to  be  col- 
lected, for  charitable  purposes.  A national 
campaign  is  now  being  |)lanned  to  solicit 
subscrii)tions  for  the  relief  of  widows  and 
orjihans  made  destitute  by  the  ravages  of 
the  war.

HISTORY  IN  A NUTSHELL 

OF 

RUSSKY  NARODNY  DOM,  INC. 


^jur^^EFORE  the  world  war  the  foreign 
^1^1^  people  of  Slavic  descent  were  known 
m Homestead  and  vicinity  under  the 
collective  name  of  “slavish.” 

During  the  war  the  brothers  of  local  Slavs 
in  Europe  started  movements  toward  their 
liberation  from  foreign  yokes.  As  a result 
their  American  brothers  groupped  themselves 
under  their  original  national  names,  with  the 
aim  of  helping  their  relatives  in  the  old 
world 

So  did  the  Rusins  of  America,  of  whom 
500,000  live  in  U.  S.  A. 

They  organized  according  to  the  inten- 
tions of  their  adopted  country  for  aiding  the 
oppressed  in  Europe. 

Being  Americans  in  the  first  place,  the 
Rusins  here  are  trying  to  derive  some  bene- 
fit from  these  organizations  for  America,  viz: 
Americanization. 

At  a meeting  of  the  National  Defense,  a 


seconded  and  carried,  a corporation  was 
founded  with  $30,000  Capital,  with  the  aim 
of  erecting  a temple  of  Americanization  for 
the  Rusins  of  Homestead  and  vicinity. 

In  1900  a similar  movement  was  started  by 
the  late  John  Uhrin,  John  Masley,  Steve 
Gress,  Michael  Gyurisin,  John  Kobulnicky 
and  others.  They  had  bought  property  for 
the  building,  but  failed  to  erect  the  home. 

This  corporation  now  bought  the  same  pro- 
perty 513-515  5th  Avenue,  on  which  the  Ru- 
sin  Peoples  Home  is  nearly  completed.

In  the  summer  of  1917  this  corporation 
was  preparing  for  the  erection  of  the  Home, 
when  our  beloved  country  of  adoption  en- 
tered the  war.  Our  architect,  A.  G,  Wicker- 
ham  completed  the  plans  for  a magnificent 
building,  but  on  account  of  the  high  price  of 
labor  and  building  material,  one  floor  had  to 
be  eliminated.  The  building  restrictions, 
given  out  by  the  Government,  kept  us  back 
with  the  building  until  the  armistice  was 
concluded  Nov  ii,  1918.  Then  the  contract 
was  given  to  David  Riffle,  a Pittsburg  Con- 
tractor on  a commission  basis,  namely;  cost 
of  material  and  labor  plus  10  per  cent  com- 
mission for  the  Contractor. 

Today,  May  4th,  1919,  we  are  joyfully  de- 
dicating the  Cornerstone. 

Within  two  months  we  hope  to  complete 
the  building,  furnish  and  open  it  for  its  noble 
purposes. 


The  Rusins  of  Homestead,  better  the  Ame- 
ricans of  Rusin  descent  in  Homestead  and 
vicinity  should  be  congratulated  and  their 
American  friends  should  be  proud  of  them 
on  this  occasion.

RESIDENT  WILSON,  the  Champion 
of  the  League  of  Nations  is  in  Paris,

for  the  second  time. 

He  is  standing  firmly  on  the  basis  of  his 
14  points,  viz:  equal  rights  for  all  the 
peoples. 

As  a result  of  his  firm  stand,  the  Italian 
peace  Commission  left  the  Peace  Conference, 
being  unable  to  secure  lands  which  by  right 
should  belong  to  the  Jugo-Slavs  of  Balkans. 

The  German  plenipotentiaries  are  awaited 
in  Versailles  towards  the  end  of  April,  1919, 
for  accepting  and  signing  the  Peace  Treaty. 

The  Czechoslovak  Armies  are  occupying 


the  territories  inhabited  by  Rusins,  and  still 
claimed  by  the  Magyars. 

The  Roumanian  troops  are  holding  Tran- 
sylvania, annected  to  Rumania. 

The  Szekely  (Magyar)  troop  of  Transyl- 
vania laid  their  arms  in  the  hands  of  Rou- 
manians and  deserted  the  Magyar  Bolsheviki 
Government,  headed  by  Bela  Kun,  a young- 
ster of  25  years  of  age. 

The  Republican  Party  of  U.  S.  A.  is  pre- 
paring for  the  Presidential  elections  of  1920. 
Senator  Philander  C.  Knox  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.  favorably  mentioned  as  a candidate  of 
both  Republican  and  Progressive  Parties. 
General  Wood  also  mentioned.

A Commission  of  Phillipine  Islands  is  in

rican Commission  is  in  Phillipines  studying 
the  situation  over  there.

■HE  great  majority  of  the  Rusins  and 
stockholders  of  the  Russky  Narodny 
Dom,  Inc.,  belong  to  the  Greek  Ca- 
tholic Church,  United  with  Rome.  They 
have  a congregation  known  under  the  above 
mentioned  name. 

Some  of  them  belong  to  the  Orthodox 
Russian  Church,  which  is  not  united  with 
Rome. 

The  Greek  Catholic  Congregation  was 
founded  in  Homestead,  Pa.,  in  1894. 

Rev.  Irenius  Matyaezko,  was  the  first 
priest,  who  stayed  here  for  two  years. 

The  original  church  was  located  Oii  lliiid 
Ave.,  between  Dickson  Str.,  and  City  Farm 
Lane. 


The  other  priests  were:  Rev.  Emil  Serc- 
ghelly.  Rev.  Stephan  Jaczkovich,  for  short 
periods  of  time  and  Very  Rev.  Alexius  Ho- 
losnyay  for  the  last  r9  years. 

The  Congregation  erected  a new  church 
and  parish  house  on  10th  Avenue  and  Dick- 
son Street,  in  1903. 

It  also  bought  the  two  adjoining  lots  for 
the  dwelling  of  the  Church  Choir  Leader 
(Teacher)  and  the  two  lots  on  the  otlier  side 
of  Dickson  Street  across  to  the  Church  for 
School  purposes.  The  cemetery  of  St.  Johns 
Congregation  is  a large  one  aitd  is  in  good 
Older.

?HE  RUSINS  abroad  are  living  in 
Eight  North-Eastern  Counties  of 
what  was  known  as  Hungary,  and 
in  Galicia,  a province  of  late  Austria. 

They  were  known  under  different  names: 
The  Russians  called  them  by  the  name  of 
Little  Russians,  and  the  Germans  called  them 
Ruthenians.  They  consider  themselves  to  be 
Rusins,  and  wish  to  be  known  as  such  by  all 
other  nationalities. 

During  the  war  they  were  forced  to  fight 
on  the  side  of  the  Magyars  and  Germans  un- 
til they  had  an  opportunity  to  mutiny  or  de- 
sert. Then  they  joined  the  Czechoslovak

Aimy  both  in  Russia  and  Italy,  and  fought 
on  the  side  of  the  Allies. 

The  Rusins  of  the  old  country  awaited 
their  liberation  from  Russia,  which  was  con- 
sidered by  all  the  Slavs  as  the  protector  and 
liberator  of  the  Slavs.  Being  cheated  in  their 
hopes,  and  upheld  by  the  Allies,  they  are 
working  themselves  now  for  their  salvation. 

The  Rusins  of  Hungary  indicated  their 
wish  and  desire  to  join  the  Czechoslovak 
Republic,  if  rights  of  autonomy  would  be 
guaranteed  to  them.  Four  of  the  Eight  Ru- 
sin  Counties  are  occupied  by  the  Czechoslo- 
vak Government,  and  Four  are  still  in  the 
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hands  of  Magyars,  Being  occupied  just  now 
by  request  of  the  Rusin  people. 

The  Hungarian  Government  of  Count  Ka- 
rolyi  gave  the  Rusins  in  Four  Counties  the 
same  rights  as  the  Czechoslovak  Govern- 
ment in  the  other  Four.  But  the  people  not 
having  any  more  confidence  in  the  Magyar 
nobility,  are  desiring  to  be  united  with  their 
brothers  and  to  create  an  autonomical  Ru- 
sin State  in  the  federation  of  Czechoslovak 
Republic. 


The  Rusins  are  a branch  of  Russ  nationali- 
ty, but  their  Union  with  Russia  is  impossible 
for  two  reasons,  viz:  the  situation  in  Russia, 
and  the  Carpathian  Mountains,  which  de- 
vided  them  for  the  last  thousand  years  from 
Russia  and  compelled  them  to  live  with  the 
Magyars  and  Slovaks  as  their  nearest  neigh- 
bors. 

Here  in  America,  no  national  movement 
exists  among  the  Rusins,  except  that  for  the 
aiding  of  their  brothers  in  the  old  country. 


Dr.  E.  Beskid,  is  representing  the  interest 
of  the  Rusins  in  Paris. 

The  Magyars  are  persecuting  those  Rusins, 
who  are  rebelling  against  them  and  are  wil- 
ling to  be  taken  to  Czechoslovakia.  Justice  of 
Peace  Petenko,  in  Raho,  County  Maramaros, 
32  peasants,  girls  and  boys,  and  priests,  loyal 
to  their  national  rights,  were  executed  by 
the  Magyar  gendarmes. 


The  American  National  Council  of  Uhro- 
Rusins  (Rusins  from  Hungary)  is  conducting 
a campaign  for  collecting  funds  with  the  aim 
of  helping  morally  and  materially  the  Rusins 
of  Rusinia. 

Some  funds  were  sent  to  them  already. 
And  a delegation  of  two  also  is  abroad  now, 
which  carried  the  good  will  of  America  and 
the  Allies  and  of  American  Rusins  to  them.

The  Rusins  of  America  are  organized  in 
the  Greek  Catholic  Union,  with  the  head- 
quarters in  Munhall  (Eighth  Avenue  and 
Dickson  Str.)  which  organization  in  its  three 
branches  has  over  92,000  members.  There 
are  some  smaller  organizations,  as  the  “So- 
branije”  in  McKeesport,  and  others  are  un- 
der organization  by  the  disatisfied  false  lea- 
ders. But  they  did  not  succeed,  and 
we  hope  they  will  not  succeed  in  the  future 
to  break  this  great  Union  into  smaller  or- 
ganizations. 


Some  Rusins,  the  followers  of  Orthodox 
Faith,  are  members  of  Obsceschestvo  Vzaimo- 
pomociii  and  of  Cbschesivo  Russkicli  Bra^slv 
of  Wilkes  Barre  and  Olyphant,  Pa. 

The  Rusins  of  Homestead,  Pa.  are  organ- 
ized in  the  Greek  Catholic  Union.  We  have 
No.  I and  2 Lodges  of  Youths  Branch,  with 
membership  around  600;  Lodge  No.  2 of  the 
Falcons  with  200  members.  Lodge  No.  26 
with  430;  and  224  with  200  members  of  the 
adults  and  Lodge  No.  in  of  the  Ladies,  with 
about  150  membership. 

The  Rusins  are  working  in  the  Homestead

The  descendents  of  Rusin  parentage  are 
smart  and  learn  easily.  We  have  reports  of 
many  Rusin  children,  that  they  are  in  the 
ranks  with  the  first  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Public 
Schools. 

They  assimilate  easily  and  arc  the  best 
element.  They  are  religious,  but  not  liypo- 
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critical,  their  church  being  one  of  the  most 
liberal  Churches  among  all  the  creeds.  The 
Rusin  is  humble,  meek  and  gentle.  He  is  also 
tolerant  to  the  end.  If  you  look  in  the  eyes 
of  these  men  and  boys,  you  see  your  best 
workers  and  citizens  of  the  Community.

^OMESTEAD,  PA.,  probably  is  the 
best  known  steel  town  of  U.  S.  A. 
Here  is  located  the  largest  and  best 
up  to  date  plant  of  the  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  mills,  a plant  employing  12,000 
men,  a large  majority  of  whom  are  skilled 
workmen^  drawing  high  wages  being  higher 
in  this  plant  than  any  other  owned  by  the 
Corporation,  which!  is  principally  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  armor  plate  department  of  the 
Corporation  is  located^rhere  and  that  there 
are  no  blast  furnaces,  connected  with  the 
plant  in  which  are  turned  out  only  the  fin- 
ished product,  plates  and  structural  steel, 
exclusively. 

The  Homestead  Steel  Works  general  offices 
are  located  in  Munhall,  which  is  the  neigh- 
boring borough  to  Homestead  divided  only 
by  — person  may  say  — imaginary  lines. 

Andrew  Carnegie,  the  founder  of  the  local 
Steel  Works  has  also  donated  the  community 
a Library,  costing  over  $500,000. 

The  Steel  Works  also  supports  a day  nur- 
sery and  three  free  play-grounds  for  the 
children,  and  an  agency  of  Welfare  Work 
among  the  foreign  born  and  powerty  stricken 
population  of  the  community. 
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The  Homestead  Carnegie  Steel  Works, 
during  the  last  war  played  a very  important 
part  in  bringing  about  the  final  victory.

The  population  of  Homestead 
boro  is  about  25,000.  Because  Homestead  has 
a large  industrial  interest,  it  is  growing  very 
rapidly. 

While  Homestead  proper  has  a population 
of  about  25,000  it  is  virtually  a community 
of  over  35,000  as  it  is  built  up  solidly  with 
Munhall,  West  Homestead,  Homeville,  Whit- 
aker, and  Hays  boroughs,  which  are  divided 
only  by  imaginary  lines.
